Michel Aoun and Samir Geagea’s Leban- 
ese Forces (LF) milita. 

Flames lit the night sky and a huge grey 
cloud hung over the Chris tian enclave as 
the heavily-armed 25,000 combatants 
fought from street- to-s tree t in Leba no n’s 


worst ever inter-Christian strife. The 
enclave is horns to about half a million 
people. 

Scores of fires raged out of control, one 
of them threatening Lebanon’s main fuel 
storage depot at Dora. 

‘The whole area is on fire,” said a 


photographer. 

With a power blackout throughout the 
enclave, a red glow silhouetted battle posi- 
tions set up on rooftops by the 10,000- 
strong LF, which defied Aoun’s order to 
disarm and disband.

The three-year ban wts among a set of regulations issued by the 
Ministry ofSodal Affairs and Labour early last year to control the 
labour market. 

Hie decision was applied to new recruits and private sector 
employees already working in Kuwait But it was left for the 
Social Affairs Ministry to exempt certain cases from the rule, 
including those who have been working in the country contin- 
uously for more than 10 years. 

The ministry said last year 
that the main ,aim of the 
decision was to organise and 
stabilise the workforce in the 
private sector and stop the 
continuous change of jobs 
which affected the market 
stability. It was enforced from 
March 22, 1989. Other 
clauses in the regulations 
included banning part-time 
jobs for private sector 
employees and labourers. 

Both employees and 
employers in the private sec- 
tor have been critical of the 
three-year ban. Employees 
said that the decision gives 
power to employers to exploit 
them as they have to stay at 
least three years with them. 
Employers said that the con- 
dition will leave them with 
little opportunity to acquire 
experienced manpower from 
the local market and they will 
be forced, if allowed, to 
recruit necessary workers 
from outside Kuwait. 

According to the existing 
rules, in case of employers 
sacking their employees 
before the lapse of the three 
years, they have to bear their 
expenses by sending them 
back home. Such employees 
cannot seek alternative jobs 
before leaving Kuwait. 


NEW DELHI. Jan 3, | 

India today accused Pakistan of 
inciting Muslim separatists in 
Kashmir to “subversion, 
violence and terrorist activities” 
amid militant attacks that left 
four people wounded and new 
protests in Srinagar against 
In dian rule. 

In a related development, 
authorities tmpo uned at Bom- 
bay airport the latest issues of 
Newsweek magazine, charging it 
carried an “anti-Indian” story 
on the uprising in mostly Muslim 
Kashmir, the United News of 
India news agency reported. 

Customs officials impounded 
10,000 copies of the USmagazinc 
for carrying a controversial map 
of troubled Kashmir. 

The map in Newsweek's Feb 5 
issue was objectionable because 
it showed northern Kashmir as 
part ofPakistan, a customs spok- 
esman said. 

Indian authorities will decide 
later whether to release the 
magazines after Wackmgout the 
map, the spokesman said. 

The move follows the deten- 
tion and expulsion last weekend 
from Kashmir of foreign jour- 
nalists on grounds of being 
security threats. Officials also 
denied public telex and telephone 
facilities to Indian reporters as 
part of a news blackout on the 
crisis. 

India's latest blast at its neigh- 
bour over the disputed region 
came after a speech by Pakistan 
Foreign Minister Shahabzada 
Yaqub Khan over siate-nro 
radio and television last evening, 
in which he said Islamabad 
’ backed the “struggle for self- 
determination" in K a shmir by 
“freedom fighters.” . 

An Indian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Khan’s descrip- 
tion of the situation “is 
deliberately fallacious” and 


added “the statement from the 
Pakistani foreign minister 
indicates that his government 
persists in its efforts to involve 
itself in our internal affairs.” 
“Indeed, some of the rhetoric 
used in the broadcast amounts to 
direct incitement to subversion, 
violence and terrorist activities in 
a part of India,” said Aftab Seth, 
adding Pakistan's stance “can 
only create tension." 

Seth said the only issue on 
Kashmir to be resolved is the 
“vacation by Pakistan of 
territory illegally occupied by it.” 

Meanwhile, in the main Kash- 
mir city of Srinagar, incidents of 
unrest and rumours of other 
trouble prompted shopkeepers 
who opened stores daring a 
relaxation of curfew to close 
early, leaving the streets to only 
troops, police and legions of 
stray dogs. 

The curfew was imposed, Jan 
20 on Srinagar and other towns 
of the Kashmir valley after 
violence that residents claim was 
provoked when security forces 
fired on peaceful pro-secession 
demonstrators. 

Popular perceptions that hun- 
dreds of people were killed con- 
verted what nad essentially been 
a protest movement into a mass 
up rising a gainst In dian rule sup- 
ported by virtually all 3 million 
Muslim residents of Kashmir. 

During the break, some, 1 ,500 
people shouting “Indian dogs go 
back” and “we want indepen- 
dence” protested a second day in 
the Zaina Kadal area over sol- 
diers who entered a mosque late 
Sunday. 

In Dhaka, Bangladesh, about 
500 Muslims demonstrated near 
the Indian high commission 
today, demanding an end to 
what they called genocide in 
Indian-ruled Kashmir. 


KUWAIT, Jan 31, (Agencies): 
Kuwaiti and Palestinian intellectuals 
today sent Mikhail Gorbachev a 
petition via the Soviet embassy here, 
urging him not to allow large num- 
bers of Soviet Jews to emigrate to 
Israel. 

In the United Arab Emirates, the 
Sharjah-based daily A1 Khaleq publ- 
ished a similar petition addressed to 
the Soviet President and nrged 
readers to sign it at the newspapers' 
offices. 

The petition in Arabic, Russian 
and Engfish took up a quarter of the 
back page, with a reference to it on 
the front page under the title 
“Defend yousdf, your children and 
your existence and lei Gorbachev lis- 
ten to your voce." 

A Palestinian lead e r, meanwhile 
called for striking at American 
interests to force the United States 
not to facilitate the Bow of Soviet 
Jews to Israel 

Recent remarks by Israeli Prime 
Munster Yitzhak Shamir that large 
numbers of Soviet Jews could be set- 
tled in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip sparked an outcry in the 
Arab world. 

Kuwait, which has a large Pales- 
tinian community of some 300,000, 
has been outspoken following the 
reports of an anticipated increase in 
the flow of Soviet Jews into Israel 
“1 flunk priority should be given to 
dealing strikes to US interests," said 
the member of the Fatah- 
Revolutionary Council, identified 
only as by his nom de guerre Abu 
Daoud in an interview published in 
the daily newspaper A1 Seyassah. 

The United States recently tight- 
ened restrictions on the immigration 
of Soviet Jews. 

Soviet ambassador Ernest Zverev, 
who received the petition bearing 
hundreds of signatures from the 
group that called at the embassy, was 
quoted as assuring them: “The ques- 
tion of the immigration of Soviet 
Jews into Israel concerns Moscow in 
the same way it concerns the Arabs 
and the Palestinians."

Six killed in 
Kabul blast 

KABUL. Jan 3 1 , (Agencies): Six 
people were killed and 122 
injured when a powerful car 
bomb exploded in the centre of 
Kabul today, a government 
spokesman said. 

The blast occ tired during the 
lunchtime rush and the spokes- 
man said the death toll could rise 
because many of the injured were 
in serious condition. 

He blamed the explosion on 
mujahideen rebels battling to 
overthrow the Soviet-backed 
Afghan government. 

. The government spokesman 
said the explosives were in a taxi 
parked in front of the official 
Bakhtar Information Agency 
(B1A). 

The blast ripped a hole two 
metres (yards) wide in the road. 
Several parked cars were des- 
troyed and broken glass from the 
five-storey BIA building and 
surrounding shops Uttered the 
street 

It was not clear whether the

Fast food chain McDonald's opened its first restaurant in Moscow yesterday 
and Muscovites, braving the culture shock, surged In for their first bite of a Big 
Mac and a slurp of a milkshake. 

Some Muscovites queued for hours to taste the produce of the US hamburger 
chain — and initial verdicts were the stuff that McDonald's advertising 
executives dream about 

"It tastes great" cried schoolboy Max Sanyan, one of the first into the 
restaurant when its doors were flung open at 10 am. 

"I waited for two hours lo get in. \ missed school just to come here. Oh. this 
tastes beautiful.” he said piling into aBig Mac.

an unidentified party source, reported yesterday 
that Gorbachev had spent eight days holed upat his 
country house outside Moscow with lop advisers 
and was considering resigning his leadership of the 
party. 

The source was quoted as saying Gorbachev 
would retain the presidency, a government position 
he proposes to convert from a largely ceremonial 
post to a substantive one. 

“I have no intention of doing 
so.” Gorbachev said when asked 
about the report during a photo 
session at the start of a Kremlin 
meeting with Brazilian 
President-elect Fernando Collar 
de Mello. 

Foreign Ministry spokesmar 
Gennady Gerasimov, speaking 
at a regular news briefing, also 
denied the CNN report. 

In a related discussion publi- 
shed in the Communist Party 
daily Pravda; four scholar’s 
called for strengthening the 
presidency to protect the head of 
state from efforts to oust him and 
to allow the President to act more 
decisively. 

Historian Yevgeny Ambart- 
sumov said in Pravda that Gor- 
bachev appeared unable to take 
decisive action because of the 
threat to his position. 

US President George Bush 
telephoned Gorbachev today to 
discuss amts control, the official 
Tass news agency and Bush's 
spokesman said. 

There was no “direct discus- 
sion" of the rumours Gorbachev 
was considering resigning his 
party leadership, presidential 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said. 

The CNN raport touched off a 
temporary flurry of selling on 
Western stock markets and sent 
the dollar soaring on markets in 
New York and Japan. It was little 
changed today in Europe. 

The ruling Communist Party 
has traditionally been the power 
base for Soviet leaders. And 
while the presidency has become 
a more visible and substantive 
position in recent months, the 
party’s Politburo and central 
committee continue to retain the 
political power. 

However, the party has been 
widely blamed for failing to solve 
the country's economic crisis, 
and reformist lawmakers are 
demanding that the communists 
give up their monopoly on 
power. 

Gorbachev told journalists he 
had just returned from the south, 
apparently referring to his 
retreat on the Black Sea, where 
he was preparing for ncx week’s 
meeting of the Communist Par- 
ty's governing central commit- 
tee.

MANILA, Jan 31, (Reuter): The 
Philippines’ powerful Roman Cath- 
olic Church gave strong backing to 
President Corazon Aquino today 
and called on the nation to resist 
army attempts to overthrow her. 

More than 100 bishops attacked 
the leader of a failed army rebellion in 
December as misguided adventurers 
and said further military attempts to 
seize power could spark a cycle of 
coups in the mainly Christian coun- 
try. 

“The use ofaros to overthrow our 
duly constituted government is 
immoral and would be tantamount 
to an unjust unsurpation of power," 
the Catholic bishops conference of 
the Philippines said in a letter to be 
read in churches nationwide. 

“In the face of such a morally 
unjustifiable coup attempt, a respon- 
sible citizen cannot be morally 
neutral, “the bishops said of the 
December coup attempt — the sixth 
and most serious to confront 
Aquino. 

The bishops urged change through 
peaceful means. (See Page 6) 


British doctors claim first operation on unborn baby 
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Glemp serious

LONDON, Jan 31, (Reuter): British doctors said 
today they had performed the first successful heart 
operation on a baby in its mother's womb though 
the baby was still critically ill afterwards. 

A team at Guy's Hospital in London inserted a 
minuscule balloon with the diameter of a small 
sewing needle into the heart of an unborn baby boy 
to open a closed valve that would have killed him 
otherwise. 

Last week American doctors disclosed the first 
successful operation on a foetus removed from the 
mother's womb and returned after life-saving lung 
surgery. That baby was born three months later and 
is still alive six months after birth. 


Medical experts said the two operations raised 
new ethical Issues for doctors, who had to deride 
when and if they should tamper with the develop- 
ment of a foetus and if such operations were worth 
the risk they posed to the mother. 

The London doctors told a news conference they 
performed the in-womb operation twice, after 31 
weeks and 33 weeks of the mother's pregnancy. The 
baby was bom prematurely on January 4, a week 
after the second operation, and underwent surgery 
a third time a few hours after birth. 

“This is the first time that such a procedure was 
accomplished on a foetus in the womb” said 
Professor Michael Tynan, professor of paediatric 


cardiology at Guy’s, who led the surgical 
“I would not go so far as to say it was a success " 
said Tynan, because the baby was still in entical 
condition. “It only demonstrated that such a 
procedure is possible.” ■.

UK war 
hero dies 

LONDON, Jan 31 , (AP): Group 
Capu F.W. Winterbotham, who 
played a key role in exploiting 
broken German codes m World 
War II and wrote the bestseller 
memoir “The Ultra Secret," has 
died at age 92. 

He died peacefully at home on 
Sunday, the British newspaper 
notices said yesterday. 

Frederick William' Winter- 
botham was a pilot in World War 
I, and in 1929 was made head of 
aerial intelligence in MI6, the 
British intelligence agency. 

In the 1930s he managed to 
befriend senior Nazi figures in 
Germany and glean information 
about the Luftwaffe. In 1939 he 
helped devise a vital new method 
of aerial reconnaissance 
photography. 

But his roost important woik 
was with “enigma," the top- 
secret German code system 
the British had managed to pen- 
etrate. 

Winterbotham's job was to get 
the information from enigma, or 
“ultra intelligence” as it was 
known, to commanders in the 
field without revealing to the Ger- 
mans that their oode had been 
cracked. He worked out a system 
that was successful throughout 
the war, and did not become 
public knowledge until the 1970.

Nasa partners 
express anger 


NEW YORK, Jan 3 U APHBM 
and Motorola Inc. announced 
yesterday a nation-wide radio 
network that will allow users of 
hand-held computers to tap into 
central computers from almost 
anywhere without the need For a 
telephone line. 

The two companies formed a 
joint venture, called Ardis, by 
combining their existing radio 
networks. 

Motorola has been offering a 
similar service for several years in 
New York, Los Angeles and 
Chicago. It will combine this 
service with International Busi- 
ness Machine Corps in-house 
radio network that the computer 
company uses for its servioe tech- 
nicians nation-wide. 

“We're giving the mobile 
worker access to data he's never 
trad before ” said Jack Blumen- 
stein, an IBM executive who was 
named president of Ardis. 

Potential users of the service 
included field service personnel 
such as equipment maintenance 
technicians, real estate brokers, 
package-delivery workers, police 
officers and insurance agents. 

For example, by using a hand- 
held computer terminal hooked 
up to the radio network, a home 
appliance repairman could be 
told by his headquarters what 
service calls to make and what 
the problems are, and he in turn

many as 24 digits. 

The new Sprint system would not eliminate punching in numbers, said Syd 
Co arson. a company spokesman. A caller would have to dial an 8-digit number 
to gain access to the voice-activated network before doing the rest of the dialing 
by voice. 

However, the caller could speed-dial certain p reregistered numbers by bark- 
ing orders such as "call home" into a phone.

"Partners do not operate at 
arm's length, nor do they take 
decisions unilaterally that will 
damage the interest of the other 
partners,'* Remhard Loosch of 
West Germany told a congres- 

. sional hearing yesterday. 

He said he hoped the schism 
that developed was merely “one 
of the teething troubles” of the 
partnership, which is called the 
most advanced and costly inter- 
national technological project 
ever undertaken. 

“The government of the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
cannot hide its disappointment,' 
said Loosch, who is that coun- 
try’s deputy assistant director for 
international co-operation. 

Last July, when it appeared 
Congress might cut $400 million 
from the space station 
programme, Nasa planners 
seduded themselves at the Lan- 
gley Research Centre in Virginia 
ana worked out plans to cope 
with the shortfall.

Reagan told to turn over Iran-Contra diaries 



WASHINGTON, Jan 31, (AP): A ji 
ordered former US President Ronald Reagan to 
turn over excerpts of his personal diaries to former 
National Security Adviser John Poindexter for use 
in his Iran-Contra trial. 

US district judge Harold Greene ordered Reagan 
to produce entries from his diaries for 29 different 
dates in 1985 and 1986- 

In addition, Poindexter is entitled to receive other 
diary excerpts, said the judge. He did not detail how 
many or covering what dates. 

S was ordered to give Pondexter the diary 
Monday. Greene gave him nearly a week 
to produce the material in case Reagan decides to 


assert executive privilege in an attempt to avoid 
surrendering the diaries. 

Iran-Contra, which involved the clandestine sale 
of arms to Iran and the diversion of some of the 
profits to Nicaraguan rebels when such aid was 
Wmed by Congress, became the biggest foreign 
policy scandal of Reagan’s eight years in office. 

None of the diary entries covered in Greene’s 
order “sheds any Hght on the question of what 
President Reagan may have known about the diver- 
sion" of proceeds to foe Contras, the judge said. 

Reagan has denied knowing about the diversion, 
and Poindexter testified to Congress foal he didn’t 
tell foe president 


Theodore Olson, one of Reagan’s lawyers, was 
not immediately available for comment his office 
said. But Reagan's lawyers have argued m the past 
that any president's ability to conduct foreign 
affairs would be hampered if foe precedent were set 
for forcing a former executive to reveal sensitive 
matters to a court. 


“The spectacle of a former president being subjec- 
ted to pre-emptory judicial process may chill foreign 
governments m foe way they deal with foe presidents 
now and in foe future," foe lawyers said in earlier 
documents submitted to foe court 
Defence filings in foe case indicate Poindexter 


may try to portray Reagan as a more active and 
inf ormed participant in the Iran-Contra affair tnan 
foe president Poindexter described in his 1*>87 con- 
gressional testimony.

Helms, the panel’s ranking 
Republican, said he wanted to 
hold more discussions with foe 
president’s office before a vote is 


scheduled. President Bush also is 
a Republican, but foe opposition 
Democrats control the leg- 
islature. 

“Nobody favours torture,” 
Helms said, but said he was dis- 
turbed that countries such as 
Afghanistan, Bulgaria, China 
and the Soviet Union have 
ratified foe convention, coun- 
tries Helms said have promoted 
serious human rights abuses. 

’Hie convention has been 
ratified by 55 nations, including 
Libya, a nation the United States 
has accused of promoting terror- 
ism.

qualities fruitful." 

Greeted at Ndjamena inter- 
national airport by a military 
honour guard and a 21 -gun 
salute, John Paul continued his 
theme of improving ecumenical 
relations but also focused on 
Chad's continuing efforts to 
recover from its 14-year war with 
Libya and Libyan-backed rebels. 

The conflict, over the mineral- 
rich 100-mile-wide (160 km- 
uidc) Aouzou strip in the north 
of the country, effectively ended 
with a ceasefire Sept 11, 1987, 
and restoration of diplomatic 
relations with Tripoli June 6, 
1988. 

The Pope also praised church 
relations with authorities in 
Chad, where 44 per cent of the 
population are Muslims, 33 per 
cent are Christians and 23 per 
cent are animist.

LISBON, Jan 31, (Reuter): The 
Angolan Army has reported a 
major breakthrough against 
rebels defending the south-eas- 
tern stronghold of Mavinga, the 
Portuguese news agency Lusa 
said today. ^ 

Lusa quoted a military source 
as saying more than 500 Unita 
rebels were killed in one of the 
biggest government operations 
of the 1 5-year -old civil war. 

Unita leader Jonas Savimbi 
broke off an important West 
European tour last night, saying 
he had to return to Angola to 
lead his men in battle. 

“Lusa said government troops 
led by armoured cars had broken 
through rebel defences, crossed 
the Lomba River and advanced 
to about 12 km (eight miles) from 
Mavinga. 

"Now we have only to pass the 
third defensive line, and so the 
fall of Mavinga is only a matter 
of hours," Lusa quoted the 
government source as saying. 

No Unita (National Union for 
the Total Independence of 
Angola) spokesman was 
immediately available lo com- 
ment. 

Mavinga is one of the most 
important towns held by the 
rebels. It has an underground 
hospital and blocks all the way lo 
Uwta's bush base at Jamba. 


Fighting earlier this month 
forced Savimbi to postpone his 
European lour. But Unita then 
said it had contained the assault 
and Savimbi went ahead with his 
trip. 

He told a news conference in 
Lisbon last night the government 
had used 14 MiG warplanes in 
the battle in the biggest bombing 
attack since the civil war began in 
1975. 

“I am leaving for Africa 
immediately, they need my sup- 
port," he said. A Unita aide said 
he flew out at 4 am (0400 GMT). 

The tour was important for 
Unita as proof of the greater 
diplomatic acceptance of 
Savimbi since he and his rival. 
President Jose Eduardo dos San- 
tos, met last June in an abortive 
peace meeting brokered by 
African leaders. 

Savimbi said the guerrillas had 
shot down two MrG-23s and a 
helicopter. But the Lusa report 
said several military sources had 
denied this.

They also chanted “Hang

mer communist leader of 
Kosovo who is on trial for 
allegedly inciting ethnic Alban- 
ians to riot nearly a year ago. 

The Albanians, who are mos- 
tly Muslims, want to regain the 
autonomy lost when the Serbian 
republic took control of 
Kosovo's police, judiciary and 
education last year. Kosovo is a 
province within Serbia and bor- 
ders Albania. 

The Slav minority, which 
includes mainly Christian Serbs 
and Montenegrins, contends the 
Albanians were trying to force 
them from their homeland and 
that increased control over the 
region as necessary. 

Yesterday, thousands of eth- 
nic Albanians demanding free 
elections, freedom for political 
prisoners and the lifting of a state 
of emergency protested in the 
Kosovo cities of Malisevo, 
Podujevo, Urusevac, Orahovac, 
Kosovska Vitina and several 
other towns.

MOSCOW, Jan 31, (UPI): A 
senior Soviet official, saying the 
Azerbaijani Popular Front was 
under the control of extremists, 
rated out negotiating with the 
main nationalist group on the 
crisis in the transcaucasus.

baijani capital Jan 14-15. 

“This action was well thought 
out." be said. 

Mikhailov, who just returned 
from a visit to Baku, where at 
least 62 people — mostly Armen- 
ians — died in an orgy of ethnic 
violence, said he could not say 
categorically that the Azer- 
baijani Popular Front ordered 
the killings. 

“But the pogroms could not 
take place without gunmen,” he 
said. 

Kremlin official said Moscow

Silviu Brucan, influential 
chairman of the front's foreign 
policy commission, said a solu- 
tion had to be found to its present 
role as both player and referee in 
Romanian politics. 

“For the moment, we will try 
to divide off the state organs that 
have legislative power, in which 
the other parties can participate 
in one form or another, and 
which will function until the May 
20 elections,” Brucan said. 

Brucan said the NSF had 
never regarded itself as only a 
provisional leadership. 

“This feeling was put about by 
our opponents to prevent our 
participation in the elections,” he 
stud. 

He said he had made clear in 
interviews with the Financial 
Times of London and Le Monde 
ofParis in late December that the 
NSF would fight the elections.

Czech communists lose majority 

PRAGUE, Jan 31, (API: The Communist Party yesterday lost its four-decade 
hold on Parliament when deputies turned over more than 100 of their seats to 
pro-democracy groups. 

The vote completed an effort to indude the emerging reform groups in the 
federal assembly before free elections scheduled for June 8. It was the latest 
abdication of communist power following a popular revolution in November. 

Parliament swore in 120 new deputies, only rune of them communists, under 
an agreement by varioius parties and the opposition to replace more than one- 
third of the 356-member federal assembly. 

The action turned the communists’ majority of 242 to a minority of 139, 
marking the first time since the late 1940s that the communists have not 
dominated the legislature. 

All but nine of the new seats went to the opposition and other established 
political parties.

Prosecutors vow to bring Honecker to justice despite release 

Ousted leader leaves prison amid reports of drug trafficking for Iran in exchange for Western currency 


EAST BERLIN, Jan 3), (AP): Prosecutors have 
vowed to bring Erich Honecker to justice despite the 
ousted Communist Party boss’s frail health, which 
has won his release from prison. 

Less than two days after he was jailed pending a 
trial in March on charges of high treason, the 77- 
year-old former leader left Rummelsburgprison last 
night in a police-escorted motorcade. 

An East Berlin court rejected a request by chief 
prosecutor Hans-Juergen Joseph that a detention 
warrant for Honecker be issued to keep him in 
prison until his trial. 

The court decided that “despite the severity of the 
charges against Honecker, the state of the accused's 
health does not permit imprisonment,” the official 
ADN news agency reported. 

ADN said the court acted on advice from two 


doctors who examined Honecker independently. 

Peter Przebylski, a spokesman for Joseph, said 
the prosecutor accepted the court’s decision but 
vowed the investigation against Honecker would 
not be dropped. 

“We will continue the investigation against Mr 
Honecker,” Przebylski told reporters outside Rum- 
melsburg prison shortly after Honecker was freed. 

Honecker was jailed early Monday after his 
release from Chante hospital where he had been 
recuperating from cancer surgery. 

Honecker was ousted from the leadership on Oct 
18, after massive pro-democracy demonstrations. 
He was expelled from the Communist Party in 
December. 

Honecker’s successors in the Communist Party 
kicked off their uphill election campaign yesterday 


by acknowledging a national fever for reunification, 
which party leader Gregor Gysi conceded is unstop- 
pable. 

In Moscow, Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev 
also acknowledged mounting pressure for a single 
German state, while warning that Germans “should 
not decide this important question on the streets.” 

He referred to the growing number of demonstra- 
tions in East Germany in sunoort of reunification. 

Gorbachev's statement was his most tolerant yet 
on the subject of a single Germany, which has been 


opposed by communists for morethan 40 years. ^

companies every six mouths. A 
committee was set up which 
worked for two years to issue the 
1st, 2nd and 3rd accounting 
guide and another committee has 
been set up to unify all auditing 
measures according to the inter- 
national systems.

Kuwaiti clients 
trickle into shops; a majority 
come for alterations or to place 
normal dressmaking orders.

KD50 for an ankle-length dress 
has now slipped to KDJ6 and 
KD18. In most cases, the fabric 
was supplied by the customers. 

Elabo rate, embroidered bridal 
costumes are dearer, depending 
on a number of factors, with 
costs ranging from KD50 to 
KD830 and costing above 
KD 1 ,000 in some cases. 

Since the ceasefire, a majority 
of brides or their families don't 
want to spend much on bridal 
dresses, explained one wedding 
dress specialist in Sharq. 

“Many women who come to 


my shop seek rented clothes,” he 
said. 

“It's not that people are not 
getting married. They are just not 
spending as much as they would 
before on marriages,'’ explained 
another shopkeeper. 

"They (Kuwaitis) have 
become prudent spenders; they 
don't want to invest a large sum 
on a costume that a giri might 
wear only for a few hours,” he 
said. 

Made-to-order clothes are 
costlier because of the crafts- 
manship, time and effort that 


goes into it Such dresses take 
between IS and 20 days to 
produce, from start to fitting ses- 
sions. Most Kuwaiti girls prefer 
elaborate gold or silver 
embroidery on lace or satin. 
Embroidered designs also vary 
and are reminiscentof the type of 
clothes once worn by ancient 
Egyptian or Greek princesses. 

Because of slack business, 
several dressmakers have cut 
dawn staff by 50 per cent. For 
example, one workshop which 
had 40 skilled workers, now has 
20 . 

“We don’t have sufficient 
work, or income, to sustain foe 
workers,” said one shopowner. 

He said each embroiderer once 
earned about KD200 per month, 
now salaries have dropped to 
under KD100. 

For marriages, most families 
ordered a wedding trousseau 
comprising of about eight to 10 
dresses forthe bride, plus clothes 
for foe bridesmaids and other 
family members. Nowadays, 
tailors are lucky if they can gel an 
order for a bridal dress. 

A majority of families, who 
place bridal clothes orders, keep 
the costumes in the family. 
“Many women come for altera- 
tions for a second or third da 
ter who is getting marri 
explained one dressmaker. He 
said the practice of sisters sharing 
clothes, which was unheard of 
during marriages, has also emer- 
ged- 

The rent-a-dress facility, 
usually available at one of the 
beauty saloons, is being dis- 
favoured by proprietors, simply 
because of the obvious hazards. 
“The clothes are returned in a 
mess; women step on the hems 
and they are returned in a terrible 
state,” explained one person. 

“No matter how much we 
charge, its just not worth the 
effort,” explained another. 

“Its not profitable,” said 
another beautician, who has 
dropped out of thus business. 

“The practice is not hygienic,” 
said another, who believes that 
women should not wear each 
other's clothes.

Collective buying helps 
stabilise prices at co-ops

A LOCAL daily has interviewed 
a number of senior officials 
operating within the co- 
operative consumer societies to 
learn of their views on the role 
idayed by the Kuwait Union of 
Co-operative Consumer 
Societies in protecting con- 
sumers and whether collective 
purchases led to the reduction 
and stabilisation of prices. 

Head of the Stilaibikhat and 
Doha Co-opera trve Society 
Thunaiyyan Hmoud Al Rad’ari^ 
saidtbaithe union played a great ; 
role in ^rotectmg consumers, 
which is the primary reason for 
establishing tte union: : 
lie said 'that the pricing com-- " 
mittee -Ber the union shouldered 
the responsibility of unifying and 
stabilising the prices of all com- 
modities at ail co-operative 
societies. The policy pursued on 
collective purchase and import 
of goods actively helped to 
reduce or at least stabilise prices 
at thtf societies. 

The chairman of the Juleeb Al 


Shiyoukh Co-operative Society 
said that the union played a 
major role in protecting the con- 
sumer via the pricing committee. 

However, he disapproved of 
the collective purchase of com- 
modities, which he said deterred 
competition among societies and 
held unaccountable those res- 
ponsible for the success or failure 
of the society. 

He added that free-of-charge 
goods granted to the society by 
the dealer was of no benefit to the 
shareholder, stressing that it is 
more important to reduce prices 
rather than distribute free goods. 
_ The chairman of the board at 
‘the Sabah AlSalem Society 
Abdullah Faleh Al Ajmi said 
that the union played a substan- 
tially important role in unifying 
prices of certain commodities 
among societies. However, the 
union is urgently required to step 
up its rote in protecting the con- 
sumer with other commodities, 
which still were uncontrolled by 
the union’s decisions, revealing 


personal reservations regarding 
certain commodities imported 
by the union in its name. 

He said that the collective pur-' 
chase of commodities co ala not 
substitute the rote played by the 
purchase committee at societies. 
Therefore, it is deemed advisable 
that each society has its indepen- 
dent purchasing policy to be bet- 
ter able to dhrersuy the sources of 
purchase and suppliers, buy 
commodities at competitive 
prices, and create a sense of hon- 
est competition between sup- 
pliers at moderate co-operative 
prices. 

The chairman of the board at 
the Ardiya Society Dahiran Abal 
KhaH said that the primary atm 
of the union is to undertake joint 
services, such as local and exter- 
nal purchases of commodities, 
setting up productive units, 
promote co-operative activities 
which would lead to the reduc- 
tion of prices and upgrading of 
societies’ performance in the b 
interest of consumers.

THE Soviet Union has informed 
the Israeli Government not to 
utilise the Soviet Jewish 
immigration to Israel as a vehicle 
against the just Palestinian cause 
and counter the Soviet Union’s 
support for the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, Ernest 
Zverev, the Soviet Union’s 
Ambassador to Kuwait said. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the Soviet envoy said that 
Arab ambassadors to niscountry 
were being informed about the 
issue and the Soviet Union's con- 
cern in the wake of criticism 
expressed by Arabs in general 
and the Palestinians in par- 
ticular. 

During the ^ interview which 
was attended by leading Palestin- 
ian and Kuwaiti officials, the 
envoy was submitted a protest 
memo against the Soviet 
measure sighed by a number of 
media men, lawyers, intellec- 
tuals, businessmen and 
politicians working in KuwaiL 

In his reply the ambassador 
said that he shares Arab concern 
•about theissueanddisdosedthat' 
he recently sent two memos to his 
government that included some 
conceptions and proposals on 
the subject. He pledged that the 
memo submitted to him by a 
cross-section of Arab peers will 
be communicated to the Soviet 
Union leadership. 

Meanwhile, the envoy said 
that his country 's policy is clearly

directed towards supporting the 
legitimate Palestinian struggle 
and added that this is a firm 
policy and will not be changed. 
He commented that this 
obviously is reflected in the 
upgrading of the Palestinian 
representation in the Soviet 
Union to embassy level and this 
step embodies the Soviet Union’s 
support for the legitimate strug- 
gle of all Palestinians. 

... Dimensions . 

He commented that all concer- 
ned parties have to realise the 
dimensions of this immigration 
and consider that it is not a recent 
process. He went on to explain 
that the present uproar on this 
issue has taken on added sig- 
nificance in thelight of the USA’s 
measure to close its doors to Jew- 
ish immigrants from the Soviet 


Union. 

He dted that President Sad- 
dam Hussain of Iraq had been 
clear in his referring to the 
American attitude in his press 
conference held recently in Cairo 
as aiming al undermining So viet- 
Arab relations. 

Further, he said that Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
had begun launching a counter 
campaign against the Soviet 
Union, adding that the Zionist 
media had adopted the Prime 
Minister’s campaign which said 
that 100,000 Jews will leave the 
Soviet Union to Israel within 
three years and then this figure 
was enhanced to 200,000 and 
they now claim that this figure 
could approach one million. He 
said: “Israel aims at blackmail- 
ing the Soviet Union and under- 
mining Arab-Soviet relations.” 

He disclosed that the deputy 
foreign minister of the Soviet 
Union held a meeting with the 
head of Israeli interests mission 
in Moscow and conveyed to him 
the Soviet Union's objection to 
use the immigration issue against 
the Palestinian interests in the 
occupied territories. 

He said that the Israeli envoy 
had been informed that the 
Soviet Union is against exploit- 
ing the Jewish immigration to 
quell thePalestmian uprising. He 
said that his government had also 
denounced the Israeli Prime 
Ministers statement claiming 


that Israel shall set up the Israeli 
great stale from the Nile river to 
Euphrates. 

On issues closer to home, the 
envoy confirmed that Azer- 
baijan is currently witnessing 
upheaval and commented that 
most of the people refer to secede 
which is a dangerous trend. 

He denied that recent events in 
a number of Soviet Union 
republics could be attributed to 
the policy of perestroika adopted 
by Soviet leader Gorbachev. 
These can be attributed to past 
events and because perestroika 
was proceeding at a slow pace. 

Petition 

Meanwhile, in the U AE a new- 
spaper is urging its readers to 
petition Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev asking him to halt the 
influx of Soviet Jews to Israel. 

The Sharjah-based Al Khaleej 
yesterday published a half-page, 
cut-out petition in Arabic, Engl- 
ish and Russian addressed to 
Gorbachev. 

“Please cut this letter, produce 
photocopies of it for your 
friends, relatives,” the paper 
said. “Sign the letters and 
address them to Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, Kremlin, Moscow.” 
Excerpts from the English text 
of the Al Khaleej petition read: 
“Your decision of allowing your 
Jewish citizens to emigrate to 
occupied Palestine will effec- 
tively inflict a serious damage to 
Arab interests.”

Influx of Soviet Jews 


Middle East 
moods affected 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, (Reuter): A mass influx of 
Soviet Jews to Israel has abruptly changed the mood of the 
Middle East, giving Israelis a new self-confidence and spread- 
ing alarm verging on panic among Palesti n ians and Arab 
States. 

The prospect of 50,000 to 100,000 Soviet Jews moving to 
Israel this year and between 250,000 and 750,000 over the next 
five years is forcing fundamental rethinking about the 
demographic and political balance in the region. 

The reversal is stark after two years in which Israel was on 
the defensive, beset by a Palestinian uprising its military power 
could not crush and losing political support in the West. 

“The impact of Soviet immigration cannot be overestimated 
in terms of Arab perceptions of Israel, 41 said Asher Susser, 
head of Tel Aviv University’s Dayan Centre for Middle East 
Studies. 

Arab commentators and newspapers are suddenly full of 
gloomy prognosis about the impact of Soviet Jewish immigra- 
tion. There is talk of an Arab summit on the issue. 

Celebrating 

“The world is celebrating the new freedoms in Eastern 
Europe and paying tittle attention to what is happening in the 
Middle East,” a Nocosia-based PLO official said. 

“They are celebrating at our expense,” he added. 

For years, many Arabs had perceived Israel to be In slow 
decline, its pioneering spirit almost gone and Jewish emigra- 
tion outpacing immigration. 

They saw the PLO’s decision inNovember 1989 to recognise 
Israel as acknowledgement that Palestinians could live in 
peace with an Israel no longer bent on expansion. 

Soviet immigration has changed everything. “Israel has 
scored several rounds recently,” said the Saudi newspaper A1 
Riyadh on Tuesday. “Arab weakness is responsible.” 

Susser said Arabs who regarded the Israelis as latter-day 
Crusaders, an alien people destined to disappear from the 
Middle East, were realising the tide ofhistory was not on their 
side. This might in time foster a new realism, he said. 

Future 

“If the future is not on their side, they may have more of an 
interest in accommodation with Israel,” Susser said. 

Few in the Arab world would agree that the changes are 
bringing peace nearer. Instead there are fears that Israel's new 
ebullience will aggravate age-old enmities. 

“It shows that we may have been wrong in thinking that an 
Arab-Israeti peace was possible,” the PLO official said. 

Arab governments and the PLO have protested to the 
Kremlin, seizing on a statement by Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir that a “big Israel,” including the occupied 
territories, was needed to settle Soviet Jews. 

In a memorandum to Western governments, Palestinian 
leaders iin the occupied territories said the influx of 
immigrants would reverse the demographic status quo and be 
“an additional step in the process of the dispossession of the 
Palestinians.” 

Many Palestinians say they feel dejected as their uprising is 
elbowed out of the headlines by the influx of Soviet Jews. 

At present there are 3.7 million Jews and 650,000 Arabs 
inside Israel's pre-1967 borders and 1.75 million Palestinians 
in the occupied territories. 

Forecast 

Given the higher Arab birth-rate, demographers had 
forecast that the number of Arabs under Israeli rule would 
outstrip the number of Jews early in the next century. 

The Soviet Union warned Israel on Monday against settling 
Soviet Jews in the occupied territories. 

It has also tried to assuage Arab anger by holding up ' 
implementation of an agreement for direct flights between 
Moscow and Tel Aviv, which would speed emigration. 

But the Kretntin has signalled to Arab states there will be no 
fundamental change in its emigration policy. 

Soviet Ambassador to Amman Alexander Zinchuk told the 
Jordan Times newspaper that Moscow could do little to stop 
Soviet Jews coming to Urael. 

“The Soviets are trying to find symbolic and unimportant 
ways to compensate the Arabs," said Professor Galia Golan of 
Jerusalem's Hebrew University.

Savage fighting between Christians engulfs East Beirut 


(Continued from Page 1) 

By all accounts, Aoun’s 20.000 troops, 
led by the crack US-trained 8th brigade, 
held the upper Hand , isolating Lebanese 
Forces strongpoints and cutting their sup- 
ply lines after both sides ignored a ceasefire 
call. 

It was the worst fighting in the Christian 
zone north of Beirut since last February, 
when Aoun moved against the Lebanese 
Forces to assert his control of the enclave. 
More than 80 people were killed and 200 
wounded in four days of fighting. 

In South Lebanon, the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah, clashed with its Shiite Muslim 
rival, the Syrian-backed Amal group, in a 


separate mini-war for supremacy of 
Lebanon’s 1 .2 million Shiites, the coun- 
try’s largest sect. 

Police said four people were wounded i □ 
the southern fighting, raising the toll since 
Dec 23 to 98 killed and 290 wounded- 

Police said there was no immediate 
report on casualties in the Christian sector 
because of the intensity of the fighting, the 
worst in the Christian zone for a year. 

But radio stations appealed for blood 
donations so hospitals could cope with the 
casualties. 

Fires burned out of control and palls of 
black smoke shrouded the Christian 
enclave north of Beirut as hundreds of 
thousands of civilians huddled in 


basements and bomb shelters. 

A police spokesman reported house-to- 
house combat in some residential districts 
of East Beirut and Lebanese Forces com- 
mander Samir Geagea said his 6.000- 
strong militia was fighting “for our 
survival." 

"We shall respond to each shell with 10 
shells. We will not allow those blinded by 
the lust for power to slaughter the Leban- 
ese Forces," Geagea said in a statement 
broadcast by Christian radio stations. 

The militia claimed it captured 103 of 
Aoun's soldiers in a series of lightning 
attacks in the northern provinces of 
Byblos and Batroun.

PLO willing to 
negotiate team 

Insists on right to name delegation for talks 

AMMAN, Jan 31, (AP): A PLO official said today the organisation is willing to negotiate on the 
membership of a Palestine delegation for talks with Israel — the current roadblock to peace efforts. 

The well-placed official, speaking on condition of anonymity, said the PLO still "insists on our right to 
name the Palestinian delegation" to the meeting with Israel proposed by Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak and US Secretary of State James Baker HI. 

But he added: “The PLO leadership is willing to negotiate the form of the Palestinian delegation to the 
proposed meeting.” 

The official said the organisation was considering a formula which would exclude members ofits cabinet - 
like executive committee and those involved in anti-Israeli military operations, while including PLO 
members deported from the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip.

US rebukes deportation plan 

WASHINGTON, Jan 31 , (Kuna): The State Department has rebuked 
Israel for reportedly planning to deport some 120,000 Palestinians in 
the occupied territories on the grounds they were "non-residents” or 
illegal residents. 

Department spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler, speaking during the 
daily press briefing, said, “as we currently understand their policies, the 
Israelis impose a difficult test of residence. We hope that the govern- 
ment oflsrael would apply residence requirements with sensitivity and 
flexibility. 

“We continue to discuss these requirements with the Israeli govern- 
ment They are well aware of our concern, particularly with regard to 
divided families.” 

The spokeswoman was unwilling to say whether, as Arabs charge, 
the" non-resident" rubric was merely a pretext for the ultimate expul- 
sion from their land of 120.000 Palestinians in the occupied lands. 

These remarks come in the immediate wake of harsh criticisms by the 
Bush administration in recent days over the Jewish state's plans to build 
new settlements for the waves of Soviet Jews arriving in Israel. 

About 850 Soviet Jewish immigrants settle in Israel monthly, and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir indicates they will be placed in set- 
tlements of the sort the US formally protests as “obstacles to peace.”

Iranians celebrate the 11th 
anniversary of their February 
revolution as their Islamic 
leaders proclaim economic 
development the nation's 
overriding goal in a decade of 
reconstruction. 

The * 10-day dawn' celebra- 
tions begin on Thursday with a 
mass gathering at the shrine of 
Ayatollah Khomeini, who flew 
back to Iran on Feb 1, 1979 after 
15 years in exile to lead the final 
assault on the late Shah's pro- 
Western monarchy. 

Khomeini’s successor. 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, on 
Monday described the Islamic 
revolution as a “divine miracle” 
and urged people to take part in 
the celebrations. 

The government was declared 
Thursday a holiday to ensure a 
large crowd at the anniversary 
gathering, the first to be held 
since Khomeini's death on June 3 
following cancer surgery. 

President Ali Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani will be the main 
speaker at the shrine near the 
Behesht-e Zahra cemetery in the 
southern outskirts of Tehran. 

1 The celebrations continue 
with sporting events, film and 
theatre festivals, book exhibits 
and other activities to culminate 


in a military parade on Feb 11, 
the day in 1979 when the Shah's 
regime fell after three days of 
street battles. 

As in the run-up to past 
anniversaries, the Iranian media 
are filled with tributes to 
Khomeini as the man who set up 
the only true Islamic state in 
modern times and remained 
defiant of the superpowers and I 
steadfast in an unwanted war 
with Iraq. 

But the leaders who inherited 
Khomeini's power have made 
clear that the survival of the 
Islamic republic and its ability to 
attract overseas Muslims depend 
on economicprosperity. 

“The most important 
revolutionary action today is the 
rebuilding of the country and the 
severing of bonds of economic 
dependence,” Rafsanjani said in 
a Friday prayer sermon in 
December. 

Khamenei urged senior 
officials on Monday to 
implement Iran’s new five-year 
economic development plan “as 
the opening of the road to be 
followed in the decade of recon- 
struction.” 

He said the fight against 
poverty, insecurity and illiteracy 
formed the basis of Iran's inter- 
nal policy.

PARIS, Jan 31 , (AP): AT untsian accused of directing a 
bombing campaign that killed 13 people in Paris told a 
court yesterday he is a terrorist pursuing ho|y war on 
- behalf of Islam. \ 

“1 am a terrorist. One must terrorise the enemies of 
God, says the holy Quran, chapter eight. I am the 
Muslim who preaches holy war," rouad Ah’ Saleh said 
in the second day of his trial. . 

Throughout the day’s proceedings, Saleh remained 

calmer than he had at the trial's opening on Monday, 
when he was expelled from the courtroom for the day 
after sayingin a loud voice, “My name is ‘Death to the 
West.* You have killed mustims. This is war.” : 

Saleh, 31, his French wife Karima and eight other 
men — three Tunisians, two Moroccans and three 
Lebanese — are on trial on charges of terrorist cons- 
piracy, possession of illegal arms, trafficking in 


expVosvcs and a variety or drag offences. 

They are to be tried again later this year on murder 
charges in connection with the 1986 bombings, which 
killed 1 3 people and injured more titan 250. 

Eight other people are bong tried in absentia in the 
current trial, ex petted to end next week. If convicted, 
Saleh and his co-defendants fare 10 to 20 years in 
prison. 

After presiding judge Henri Malerge described what 
the defendants are accused of doing, Saleh said, “you 
say transporting explosives is Illegal, but the West has 
transported tonnes of them to colonise the Muslims, 
Jews and free masons were the spearhead of coloniza- 
tion.” 

In French criminal trials, the defendants are allowed 
from time to time to explain or comment on the 
evidence being presented.

R rime minister of the state which 
as provided a refuge for the 
survivors of the holocaust, he 
reserved the right to ’‘express our 
doubts and our fears." the news- 
paper said. 

If the millions of Jewish vic- 
tims had survived the holocaust. . 
"our people would be in a dif- 
ferent situation." he told Kohl. 

The newspaper said Shamir’s 
words angered Kohl, who regar- 
ded them as a burden on Israeli- 
West German ties. 

In his reply. Kohl wrote that 
the memory of the Nazi genocide 
was pan of the German identity. 
But he had to protest against the 
comparison between present- 
day West Germany and the Ger- 
many of Nazi times, the paper 
said. 

Another, Democratic Ger- 
many existed today. Kohl said. 
And like other peoples, self- 
determination could not be with- 
held from the Germans. 

The newspaper said Shamir

Mubarak today recent attacks on ships in 
the Red Sea by the rebel Eritrean People's 
Liberation Front (EPLF). 

■ Diplomats say Egypt’s mediation 
efforts have been hampered by the illness 
of Cairo's Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Boutros Boutros Ghali. an expert 
on Africa. 

Boutros Ghali, one of Egypt's most 
active ministers, has been out of action for 
months. He was due to return to Cairo this 
week from Paris after an operation on his 
liver. 

“Egypt has lost its key (African) player 


with Boutros out of action,'* said one 
diplomat. “It has no-one else of that 
stature.” 

Mubarak, who was chosen OAU chair- 
man in July, has vowed to make progress 
on several African disputes. 

“The true tradition of the OAU is trying 
to mediate without having great expecta- 
tions of success,” said a Western diplomat 

“Egypt started its OAU chairmanship 
with enthusiasm and commitment, but it 
has come to realise how intractable some 
problems were,” said another diplomat. 

A border dispute between Mauritania 
and Senegal remains unsolved despite 


Egypt's discreet mediation, diplomats 
said. 

And civil war still rages in Egypt's giant 
southern neighbour, Sudan, where rebels 
in the Christian and animist south are 
fighting Sudanese government troops 
from the Muslim Arabised north. 

Egypt has been, asked by Sudan's new 
military government to mediate between it 
and rebels of the Sudan People's Libera- 
tion Army. 

Ethiopia has asked its Arab neighbours 
to help stop the shipping attacks by the 
EPLF, fighting for independence for the 
province of Eritrea. 


CAIRO, Jan 3 1, (Reuter): Prominent Egyptian journalist 
Mohammed Heykal said yesterday he was certain there 
would be another Arab- Israeli war. 

“A war between the Arabs and Israel is coming — no 
doubt about that," he told delegates at the Cairo book fair 
yesterday evening. 

Heykal avoids the limelight in Egypt these days but in 
the era of the late President Gama! Abdel Nasser his 
weekly columns were the most influential voice in Arab 
journalism. 

Egypt, the only Arab state to have made peace with 
Israel, has been trying to bring Palestinians and Israelis 
together for their first-ever dialogue — so far without any 
success. 

“I am surprised we are talking about peace formulas 
while unwareof the price Israel is asking for that peace,” he 
said. 


That price, he said, would include expulsion of Arabs as 
well as massive Arab economic aid. 

“I am ready to say that Israel will demand (as part of the 
price for peace) water from the Nile and may also demand 
oil from Saudi Arabia and Algeria.” 

He said the outcome of asettiement with Israel would be 
major changes in Israel's borders and a confederation 
between Palestinians and Jordan. 

“This would be an incomplete peace,” he said.

Dollar, gold rally as investors seek safe havens 

Prices plunge as markets feel full force of Gorbachev factor 


LONDON, Jan 31, (Reuter): If traders 
pteded any convincing that the stability of 
worid financial markets is inextricably lin- 
ked to the fate of Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, yesterday’s market panic will 
love driven the point home. 

Anews report from Moscow that Gorba- 
fhev was considering standing down as 
Commmust Party chief swept New Yorkin 

iate trading, throwing the markets into lm- 

inmL 

It turned out to be a dry run. The US 
State Department was sceptical, traders 
drew breath and waited to see if it was true 
shortly after European markets started 
p^ding this morning the Soviet leader him- 
sdf denied the report. 

But in an mitral hour of panic in New 


X ort » dollar surged against the West 
German mark and Japanese yen, share 
prices plunged and bond prices soared as 
financial markets felt the full force of “the 
Gorbachev factor." 

'The West is a good deal more transfixed 

by Gorbachev than the Soviet population 
said Wi lliam Newman, economist at 
Moscow Narodny Bank in London. “In 
purely economic terms there is little reason 
why markets should be affected.” 

But as Newman and other econo mis ts 
rraddy acknowledge, there is a world of 
difference between long-term analysis of 
the ramifications of a setback for Gorba- 
chev’s policies and the kneejerk reaction of 
markets geared to split-second t rading 
It is also a fact not lost on Moscow. 


Foreign Ministry spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov said today he recognised the 
impact that rumours on Gorbachev's posi- 
tion had on world financial markets and 
stock exchanges. 

“All the more reason for responsibfii ty in 
dealing with such rumours," he told repor- 
ters at a Moscow news briefing. 

“I don't know where these rumours 
originate. There are a lot of them in the 
world at the moment: that Gorbachev is 
going to resign, that he is not going to 

survive. There are no grounds for uaL And 
it makes stock exchanges nervous. It’s bad 
for the Western economy." 

Asked by one Western journalist if the 
Soviet Union could not profit from market 


reaction to rumours in its own financial 
dealings, a grinning Gerasimov replied: 
"Perhaps wc should use these movements 
to the benefit of our own economy." 

Western economists draw two lessons 
from yesterday’s scare: 

■ Markets have become psychologically 
geared to political events in the Soviet 
Union and particularly on Gorbachev as 
the flag-bearer for detente. That can at 
times outweigh the normal focus on econ- 
omic indicators of growth and inflation. 

H If it happens once, it can happen again 
and trading is likely to remain volatile in the 
short run. Stock markets were already 
badly shaken in January as problems in the 
Baltic states and Armenia and Azerbaijan 
put Gorbachev under pressure. 


"This is how the markets reacted this 
time: 

Rumours started sweeping New York in 
the early afternoon that Gorbachev had 
resigned. They were quickly pegged to a 
television report by the Moscow corre- 
spondent of the Cable News network say- 
ing the Soviet leader was considering quit- 
ting as head of the Communist Party but 
would try to remain president. 

The dollar, gold and bond prices rallied 
as investors sought "safe havens" stock 
prices dumped. The impact was cushioned 
as traders tried to interpret what the report, 
if true, meant, 

Meanwhile, chief dealers and economists 
m London were being bombarded by calls 
from their US operations. Central banks

kept a close eye on the markets but did no 
more than stay in normal telephone con- 
tact, one monetary official in Europe said. 

T wo hours into the panic US Secretary of 
State James Baker voiced scepticism, say- 
ing the report "was just, a rumour.” A 
measure of calm relumed- US stocks were 
boosted by computer-based buying and the 
dollar gave up some of its gains. 

Tokyo markets had a quieter session. 
Shortly after European trading got under 
way today Gorbachev himself dismissed 
the television report as groundless. 

The panic had been short-lived. But it 
will add weight to the arguments of econ- 
omists who say that markets overreacted 
last year to upheavals in East Europe. 

The dollar has slid nine per cent against 


the mark since the opening of the Berlin 
Wall in November. Share prices in Tokyo. 
New York and London bit record levels at 
the turn of the year. 

"A good deal of the dollar's fall last year 
was caused by the hype over democratisa- 
cion in Eastern Europe," said Paul Cher- 
tkow, economists at brokers Drexd Burn- 
ham Lambert in London. "Markets Mere 
looking for an excuse to correct the trend." 

In the longer-term, economists believe 
the fate of Gorbachev will have little 
relevance for markets and probably a 
limited impact on the global economy. The 
"peace dividend" — lower Western 
military spending — has yet to materialise 
but would be the major casualty if there 
were a return to cold war days.

In all the meetings, Nazer repeated 
the kingdom's two major objectives 
in Japan in the 1990s. 

One is to regain its position as top 
crude oil supplier to the huge Japan- 
ese market and the second u to enter 
its refining and retailing businesses 
through joint ventures with local 
companies, the sources said. 


“Saudi Arabia has plans to raise its 
crude output capacity to some 10 
million barrels per day and needs to 
secure outlets," one oil company 
analyst said. "Then of coarse, Japan 
is important." 

Saudi Arabia’s share in Japan’s 
total crude imports fell to 13.1 per 
cent or 472,000 barrels per day in 
1989, from 38.6 per cent or one 
milli on barrels per day in 1984. 

The figure contrast with those for 
the United Arab Emirates, which 
kept its share at 20.4 per cent in 1 989 
compared with 21.7 per cent five 
years ago. 

The drop in the Saadi share is par- 
tly doe to its rigid marketing system, 
sources said. It usually sticks to term 
contracts and is reluctant to sell on a 


spot basis, they said. 

Many Japanese refiners are ready 
to raise the volume of direct term ou 
purchases from the Gulf due to 
declining supplies from sources such 
as China and Indonesia, they said. 

To secure stable oil supplies over 
the long term. Japan is likely to open 
its refining and oil product retail 
businesses to Gulf producers, many 
industry sources and analysts said. 

Nazer and Mid agreed to start 
exchanges of high-level officials 
several times annually starting this 
year. 

“The two governments will build 
up fundamentals for the bigen trance 
through these talks.

Bank reports

BAHRAIN. Jan 31, (Reuter): 
Kuwait Asia Bank E.C., a 
Bahrain-based offshore bank, 
said today its net profit remained 
steady in 1989 at the previous 
year’s level of $ 6.6 million. 

Revenues rose 15 per cent to 
$ 12.6 million while expenses 
were cut by 24 per cent to $5.1 
million, the bank said in a 
statement. 

“This reflects the bank's con- 
tinuing efforts to streamline ■ 
operations and successful 
implementation of cost-cutting 
measures," it quoted senior vice- 
president Alphonso d’Costa as 
saying. 

The bank, owned by financial 
institutions in Kuwait and 
Bahrain, made no loan loss prov- 
isions in 1989 compared with 
S2.4 million in 1988.

Algiers, Jan 31, (Opecna): Son- 
atrach, the Algerian national oil 
company has announced the dis- 
covery of oil reserves in an area it 
jointly operates with Agip of 
Italy.

Bechraji to get a face-lift

NEW DELHI, Jan 31: India's Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission CONGO has drawn up detailed plans 
for the development of the Bechraji oil field in north 
Gujarat in western India. 

The plan entails drilling of about 140 wells and 
pushing up the production rate to nearly 7.500 
barrels a day by 1992-93. The field, which has been 
delineated by drilling 20 wells, is currently produc- 
ing about 388 barrels per day from six wells alter 
being put on trial production in July, 1988. 

Discovered in September, 1987, Bechraji is fast 
emerging as a major potential oil bearing area and is 
being rated as the second best discovery in recent 
years in Gujarat after the Gandhar field. 

The field is situated in the heavy oil belt area 
around Mehsana and is flanked by oil fields on the 
eastern and southern sides. The present estimated 
geological reserves of the field are about 30 million 
tonnes, which is expected to be upgraded further 


ONGC is considering a cycle steam injection 
followed by steam flooding to enhance the recovera- 
ble reserves from three million tonnes to twelve 
million tonnes and increase the production rate to 
about 15,000 barrels per day by 1995. 

ONGC has also taken for the first lime the drilling 
of two horizontal wells in an onlandarea in the field. 
These wells are expected to produce several limes 
more than the conventional vertical welts. If the 
efTort proves successful, more horizontal wells 
would be drilled later. ONGC sources said. 

Meanwhile, thanks to the use of advanced 
exploration techniques, ONGC has also discovered 
west Bechraji, an extension oflhe main field, in 1 989. 

Bechraji is located in the Cambay basin.which 
extends from Mehsana in north Gujarat to Anklesh- 
war in south Gujarat, a region in which some 70 
prospects have already been found. Recent explora- 
tion results have led ONGC to believe that the basin 
could yield reserve accretion through intensive 
exploration. Discoveries like Gandhar. Nada and 
Bechraji have reinforced this optimism. 


Banks on profit plateau after boom 


ISTANBUL, Jan 31, (Reuter): The boom days have ended 
for foreign banks in Turkey, with prospects for 1990 
looking even bleaker than a generally flat 1 989. 

“Sweet pickings are finished in Turkey," said one Wes- 
tern banker who asked not to be named. “Last year was a 
painful one.” 

“There were no windfall profits for foreign banks in 
1989,“ Robin Saunders, assistant general manager at 
Chase Manhattan Bank NA's Istanbul branch, tokl 
Reuters. “From my point of view there weren’t any dear 
winners." 

Rising competition from Turkish banks plus a down- 
turn in the economy, with exports stagnant and weak 


economic growth, left most foreign banks with little or no 
increase in profitsin 1989 over 1988. 

The Istanbul branch of the US First National Rank of 
Boston made pre-tax profit of 8.8 billion lira ($3.8 billion), 
about the same as in 1988, and Saudi Arabian Ra«v made 
7.059 billion lira (3.06 million), slightly down from 7.098 
billion (3.09 million). 

Manufacturers Hanover did better, with 1989 profits up 
25 per cent at 19.8 bilhon lira (S 8.6 million). But in 1988 
profits jumped 244 per cent in dollar terms. 

Turkey’s economy was at the end of a boom in 1988, 
with foreign trade four times higher than in 1982 and gross 
domestic product (GDP) rising 3.4 per cent. 


Prospect of investing money

THE previous three articles, full of doomand 
gloom, have been directed towards the twin 
dangers or evils ofdying too soon or living too 
long —the life assurance and pensions facets 
of financial planning. Let’s turn now to the 
rathe' more cheerful prospect of investing 
moneyto meet ashort-term need or ambition. 

Just to dear the decks, let me say that, if the 
requirement or, cash point is going to arise 
made two years, then the answer is relatively 
simple-shop around the banks, . building 
societies and other deposit accounts and take . 
the best interest rate you can get consistent 
with safety.. The trader markets could well . 
provide a more attractive alternative for you, 
but tiie attendant risk is so high as to be 
unacceptable. Choose also the currency 
which, at ‘‘point of sale” is the one being used 
andresst the ever-present temptation to have 
a little flutter on the currency markets. These 
are short-term requirements and, as I have 
said from the outset of this series, short-term 
is the province of the banks! 

Medium-term in my book means from an 
absolute minimum of two years up to about 
ten years. The sorts of things you will be 
planning to provide for in this time-span 
mclude school feels for the children, a cash 
base for retirement income, university costs, 
perhaps a subsidy for a post graduate period 
— the purchase of a new car/boat or, most 
commonly, the comfort cushion of having a 
substantial tax-free cash reserve should things 
go wrong. 

Asia all planning, the first step. I would . 
suggest, is to establish your goals and then • . 
begin to devise the means of getting there. \ 
Cbijxtopher Columbus did not know where : , 
be Was gomg when he set off, did not know ; 
where' he was at when he got there, did not 
know how to exploit his advantage when it 
arose anddid it ah on borrowed money — he 
died out of favour with, the Spanish court and 
relatively peniless. Modern day cruise ships, 
on the other hand, usually have a schedule 
and fixed plan and, depending on whether 
your statistics are pre or post Titanic, usually 
* make it. I - 

Thcnext step inthe procedure is to establish 
just how mud you can devote to regularly 
setting aside for the purpose or purposes 
decided upon. This may seem a very simple 
procedure, but what I am actually talking 
about is a personal budget. Now these may 
sound ludicrously basic, but I find, when 1 ask 
these questions to dients, that very few people 
can put even a vague figure on how much they 
can reasonably put aside every month/year, 
after-catering for the absolute essentials like 
pension andufe assurance. 

The rule of thumb, which l find works, is to 
take the figure first given and divide by two- 
then we are getting a little more realistic. 
There is the ‘annual holiday, Christmas, Eid, 
the rugby tours, young sister's wedding and 
the emergency fund all to be taken care of 
inside the next seven or eight months and 
these do not usually spring immediately to 
mind. Do not despair at this point — the 
figure yon are left with would soil have been 
unthinkable had you not come offshore! 


The next move is the really difficult one 
because this step will commit you to a course 
of action and the operative word here is com- 
mit! There are still several courses of action 
open, but whichever one you choose means 
that yon are submitting yourself to a form of 
self-discipline and this usually involves a pen- 
alty of some sort should you deviate from the 
chosen path or give in to the self-indulgence 
of returning to your previous hand-to-mouth 
type approach. A penalty, self-imposed or 
otherwise, is a good idea since its existence 
tends to outlive the burst of enthusiasm 
present when you first put your foot on this 
particular road. 

Now, as to the particular scheme used to 
fund for your requirement, there are a hun- 
dred and one options open to you and here we 
come back to the skill of your financial con- 
sultant who should be able to match product 
with need. Generally speaking, if the point of 
use is going to arise inside about six years, it is 
best to go for a straight unit trust or mutual 
fund purchase scheme, designed to fit the risk 
profile which yon have decided on. 

Even if the requirement is in seven years 
from now and involves a single lump-sum 
payment, it may well be better to opt of the 
unit purchase scheme. 

However, if that point occurs eight or more 
years hence, then it is nearly always best to go 
for one of the many life assurance-linked 
savings plan on offer to expatriates. I use to 
words life assurance-linked guardedly, since I 
happen to be of the school of thinking which 
would never commit money, either my own or 
clients, to conventional life policies as a sav- 
ings medium. 

1 do not want any one, life company or 
other, to have the facility to levy whatever 
1 charges they wish against my funds and, fur- 
\ therm ore, to transfer excess profits to 
i “reserve" whenever the mangers have a good 
: year. To my mind that is merely giving the 
management an excuse to under perform in 
years to come and, whilst the principle may be 

■ admirable, the practise has too many loop- 

■ holes for my Bring! 

!' Everytime give me a united linked life plan, 
where I, or the client contract to save a certain 
amount per month or year, where the charges 
'are plainly stated at outset and where the 
accrued profit element at maturity date is 
’ min e and not in the funds' reserves! This is 
1 particularly so in the case of Continental 
- Europeans where the usual or normal life 
scheme offers, by comparison, an appallingly 
poor savings medium, with returns of.about 
four per cent compound. Defenders of these 
schemes will immediately, in their defence, 

- t point to the currency risk over the longer time 
span, but, even allowing for that, returns far 

■ in excess of that figure can be achieved in the 
i international market place. 

In the British, Australian and Canaidan 
cases, the huge impact of united linked life 
policies has forced the life companies to 
modify the "transfer to reserves” policy enor- 
mously and to trim their ‘‘expense ration” to 
point where conventional policies can offer 
some semblance ofbeing able to compete with 
their unit linked cousins. 


Why involve life assurance at all, I bear you 
ask? After all, we are interested in savings 
here, not life assurance. Well, the answer, m 
nearly every case, is that other half of the 
inevitable duo, the tax-man! Whilst you are 
not subject to the attention of your own 
home- tax-authorities whilst you are overseas 
(provided you are "Non-resident for tax-pur- 
poses”), once you return to your homeland, 
your world-wide income is taxed there, 
wherever it arises. A British citizen, for ins- 
tance, may leave his capital offshore whilst an 
Indian or Irish citizen may not — in any case 
the interest or earnings coming from that 
capital will be taxed in full as if it were earn- 
ings in the home country once residence has 
been taken up again. 

The one exception to this general rule is that 
the proceeds of a qualifying life assurance 
policy, if taken after the expiry of the mini- 
mum qualifying period, is usually free of tax. 
That qualifying period varies from country to 
country — ten years in the case of Australia, 
Britain, Ireland and Sweden, twelve years in 
Germany and Holland, six years in France, 
five years in Denmark and so on! The con- 
tracts used are usually whole of life type 
policies, but with payments limited to the 
relevant qualifying periods. There are various 
devices available to ensure that, even though . 
the holder returns to his/her country of origin I 
in the meantime, sufficient fluids are available 
to the life company to continue the payments 
through the qualifying years. 

On return home, it may well be that the 
holder must register the fact that such an 
investment policy is bring held — it is very 
important that such regulations are adhered 
to, absolutely to the letter, but these will be 
spelled out in detail by the financial consul- 
tant who designs the scheme (provided, of 
course, you tell him you are going home) 
before you go. 

There would be little point in keeping your 
savings in one huge policy since, when you 
need cash, you must shatter the whole piggy- 
bank to get out the sum you want The 
remainder would then have to be invested in 
some medium back at home, generating, in its 
turn, interest or earnings and thus incurring 
tax — an abortive exercise. To avoid this, the 
simple expedient of entering one hundred 
numbers in place of the one and issuing one 
hundred exactly similar policies (without an 
extra administration charge) gets over the 
problem. 

Instead of one policy for one thousand 
pounds per month, a “duster", of one hun- 
dred is registered on the computer, each of ten 
pounds per month. The effect of this at the 
other end is that, in year twelve for instance. 
You find you wish to withdraw cash — you 
encash the relevant member of policies, leav- 
ing the remainder to continue growing off- 
shore, free from the unwelcome attentions of 
any taxman. 

This single facility, if you weigh it up, 
probably outweighs all other considerations 
when considering the investment media for 
the seven years onwards requirements. In the 
later years, i.e. seven to ten, it is possible to 
take loans against the arrangements, thus 
preserving its mtegrity until the ten year point.

Share trading surges 
in Bahrain’s market 


Steps needed to bring more investors 


BAHRAIN, Jan 31, (Reuter): 
Share trading in Bahrain has 
more than doubled since the 
island’s first stock exchange 
officially opened in June last year 
but further steps are needed to 
bring more investors to the fled- 
gling market, officials and brok- 
ers say. 

Exchange head Fawzi Behzad 
said turnover in the second half 
of 198 9 leapt to 44.3 million 
shares from 17 3. million in the 
first six months of the year, when 
shares were traded on an unof- 
ficial telephone and telex market 
During the same period the 
total value of shares traded in 29 
listed Bahraini companies sur- 
ged to 11.4 million dinars ($30 
million) from 3.2 million dinars 

($8.5nuliiOD). 

But there are only about 10 
duals a day in the hour-and-a- 
half the foor is open each day 
from Saturday to Thursday and 
few prospective investors have 
visited the spacious sea-front 
exchange since it opened on June 
17. 

Behzad said the main problem 
was most shareholders were 
unwilling to sell because prices 
I were not fluctuating enough. 


“It’s still a demand market — 
people buy and hold shares ins- 
tead of trading them,” he told 
Reuters. 

“Prices should fluctuate more 
— we are encouraging compan- 
ies to provide more information 
on their performance and plans 
to make this happen,” he said. 

Share prices m Bahrain and 
other Gulf Arab states are start- 
ing to recover as the region's 
economies emerge from a mid- 
1980s recesrion brought on by 
lower oil prices. 

Bui bankers say they are still 
only a fraction of what they were 
worth during the oil boom years 
and investors are reluctant to sell 
at a huge loss. 

Company reluctance to dis- 
dote information whkb could be 
seen as negative is another obsta- 
cle. So is widespread lack of 
investor confidence in the wake 
of the 1962 crash of Kuwait’s 
Souq A1 Manakh, exchange, 
whk^wastltebiggpsttntiieGmf. 

Exchange figures show the 
average daily value of trade on 
Bahrain’s exchange rose to about 
124,000 dinars ($331,000) in 
December from 49,000 dinars 
($131,000) in June — partly 


reflecting a normal hill during 
the summer months.

($218,000) a day in January. 

Offshore banks took two 
thirds of total business, followed 
by local banks with 19 per cent,

Iran Air to resume flights to Muscat 

Plan to step up trade ties 



MUSCAT, Oman, Jan 31 , (AF): Trade ties between 
Iran and its Gulf Arab neighbour Oman will receive 
a major boost following trade talks, a senior Iranian 
official said today. 

A visiting mission of the Iran Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry estimated direct trade would 
rise frotn $6 million annually to more than 100 
million over the next two years. Commercial Atta- 
che Khosrow Hagjan said. 

Hagian said Muscat would become Iran's second 
leading Gulf trading partner after Dubai, the south- 
ern port city in the United Arab Emirates. 

He quoted chamber president Ali Khamoshi as 
saying that Iran Air would resume flights from 
Tehran to Muscat via Sharjah in' two weeks’ time 
after a gap of more than 10 years. 

Relations between Iran and the Arab states of the 
Gulf littoral were strained with the outbreak of the 
Islamic revolution and Iran’s right-year war with 
Iraq. The war came to a standstill with the UN- 
sponsored ceasefire of August 1988- 

Oman, which jointly overlooks the strategic strait 


Behzad said several govern- 
mentrowned firms were expected 
to sell off some, of their stake to 
the public this year while some 
private, companies were likely to 
begin issuing new shares to raise 
money for expansion. 

Plans by Arab Banking Cor-

DUB M. Jan 31, (Reuter): A proposal for a Gulf-wide 
natural gas pipeline grid is unlikely to be anything more 
than just a plan on paper until uncertainties over a whole 
set of practical problems have been cleared away. Gulf 
industry analysts say.

they said. 

‘'Although they are very dose to each other, uncertain- 
ties over the future make it difficult to commit themselves 
to long-term arrangements," one oD industry executive 
said. 

Qatar is developing the biggest tingle natural gas 
reservoir in the world, called the Norm Field, and is 
particularly keen to have its GCC partners buy its gas. the 
analysts said. 

Other GCC states — Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the United 


Arab Fjniraxra. Oman, and Bahrain — are expected to 
express their level of interest in Qatari gas in line with a 
request made at a GCC experts meeting in Doha last 
mouh. the analysts said. 

But oil industry sources said that while rising gas con- 
sumption in the Gulf stales may force them sometime in 
the next century to link supplies, but a large scale gas 
pnpunemd is out of the question in the short-term. 

T he GCC members, most or them major crude ofl 
producers, own around 14 per cent of the world's known 
natural gas reserves. 

‘There is an interest in Belabouring countries for gas 
from Qatar, and we are conducting a feasibility study on 
this," JaberAl Mam, managing director of Qatar General 
Petroleum Corporation (QGPC), said in Doha last week. 

“The demand for natural gas is rismgand they (the GCC 
states) want to maximise gas utilisation mainly for power 
generation," he said in an interview. 


SEOUL, South Korea, Jan 31, 
(AP): The Korea Trade Promo- 
tion Corp projected today that 
South Korea's trade surplus with 
the United States will decline by 
45per cent this year. 

Kotra, as the state-run organ- 
isation is known, expects the sur- 
plus to drop to $2.7 billion in I 
1990 from the $4.9 billion 
estimated for last year. 

The bilateral surplus peaked at 
$9.5 billion in 1987 and then slip- 
ped to $8.6 billion in 1988. 

Kotra officials said South 
Korean exports to the United 
StatesareexpectedtoreachS21.8 ’ 
billion this year, up 3.8 per cent 
from a year ago, while imports 
are likely to soar 18 per cent to 
$19.1 billion. j 

They said South Korean | 
exports to the United States 
would account for 33 per cent of 
its overall exports for this year, 
projected at $86 billion, down 
from 33.8 per cent last year and 
35 per cent in 1988. 

Trade surpluses with the 
United States have been the 
major factor in South Korea’s 
overall trade excesses. The 
nation’s overall trade surplus 
stood at $1 billion last year, 
down from $8.8 billion a year 
before, according to official stat- 
istics. 

For 1990, Kotra dted a contin- 
ued slowdown in exports and a 
rapid rise in imports. 

Officials said the country will 
continue to suffer from weak' 
export competitiveness due to 
the South Korean won’s 
appreciation and steep local 
wage rises fin the past three years.

Philippines has difficulty meeting borrowing target 


MANILA. Jan 31. (Reuter)'. The Philippines, 
rocked by a coup attempt in December, is finding it 
difficult to meet its borrowing target from foreign 
commercial banks for 1990. Finance Secretary 
Jesus Estanislao said today. 

The Philippines has med to raise at kast SI 
billion in new money from commercial banks, but 
Estanislao told reporters he now expected u> get 
“anywhere between S7QQ to 750 miUiou." 

“This is lower than I would have wanted to see 
because I want the Philippine economy to grow 
much faster,” he said after a meeting with members 
of the cabinet. 

”But at the same time 1 readse now that there is 

very little new money for medium and long-term 
purposes coming from the commercial banks in the 
international markets,” he added. 


Estanislao and other senior finance officials 
recently travelled to Tokyo, New York and other 
banking centres to try to reassure banks and per- 
suade than to back Manila's loan proposal in the 
wake of the December coup attempt 

Foreign bankers in Mamla said some banks had 
become more waxy about lending to tite Philippines 
because of the coup attempt aim threats of a fresh 
one. The violence deterred some investment and 
weakened the economy. 

However, the bankers said the coup attempt had 

basically reinforced the reluctance of some lenders 
to chip in rather than encouraged any to pull out 
from commitments. 

Martha's borrowings was expected to fall short of 
target even before December, and some bankers 
said the country did not need the full one btlUon 


dollars originally requested.

Unrepentant, Schulberg went on to 
write “On the Waterfront," one of the 
most famous independently produced 
movies of all time. 

Schulberg says that the epic about 
union corruption was produced by a 

man who rivalled Sammy for chutzpah 

(Yiddish for shameless audacity), the 
late, legendary Sam Spiegel, who once 


called himself S.P. Eagle — so, 
Hollywood wags said, he wouldn't 
sound Jewish. 

It was a touch that Sammy himself 
would have appreciated . 

Schulberg recalls that Spiegel once 
rented a yacht to lake two of his 
famous friends, Truman Capote and 
Marlene Dietrich, to a Film festival 
where “On the Waterfront" was play- 
ing. 

The writer notes that Spiegel wrote 
off the costs of the trip as 
“promotional expenses." but didn't 
invite Schulberg or Elia Kazan, the 
film's director, to go along. 

“On the Waterfront" contained one 
of cinema's great lines — “I could have 


been a contender." That is what 
Brando, playing boxer Terry Malloy, 
says to his brother about ruining his 
boxing career bv making him throw a 
fight. 

_ Schulberg said he has been a lifelong 
fight fan and boxers were always talk- 
ing about ihecouid-havc-bccns of life. 
Like this creation of Sammy, his “con- 
tender” line was bom of memory 
mixed with an. 

Schulberg. who is Jewish, was 
accused for years of promoting anti- 
semitism because Sammy is Jewish. He 
points out that not only was Sammy 
Jewish but so were all hfs victims. 

Anyway, today that accusation has 
worn off. People are called Sammy.

AMMAN, (Reuter): Scantily- 
clad Finns crowding the Red Sea 
beach at Aqaba are good new* 
for Jordan’s fledgling tourist 
industry, but Islamic fundamen- 
talists say they are offensive 
"The people of Aqaba are get- 
ting fed up with the flagrant 
clothes of tourists ... this leads to 
moral corruption.” Muslim 
Brotherhood deputy Yousef A1 
Athm told parliament last week . 

The success of Islamists in last 
year’s election is just the latest 
worry for tour operators w ho say 
Jordan may lose out in a com- 
petitive world market unless i: 
lakes tourism more seriously . 

“Until no w we haven' t . lm vd 
that tourism is an industry ar.d a 
source of the hard currency Jor- 
dan needs. To make money you 
must spend it," said Near East 
Tours manager George Bawab. 

Jordan, struggling with a huge 
foreign debt, earned more than 
$600 million from tourism in 
1988, not far behind exports 
income of $875 million, official 
figures show. 

Figures for 1989 have not yet 
been issued, but operators say it 
was another good year despite 
the impact of the Palestinian upr- 
ising in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

This scared oft most of the 
American religious tourists who 
used to visit Jordan briefly on 
tours of the holy land. 

“We used to get 40 to 60 US 
groups in March and April, but 
this year we have only seven or 
eight.” Bawab said. 

Bawab and his collealgues say 
Jordan needs a more aggressive, 
professional and co-ordinated 
approach to fulfill its potential. 

“We are on the threshold of a 
tremendous leap forward, but we 
are about to lose ouradvantage," 
said Munir Nassar, manager of 
International Traders, a travel 
agency. 

“Jordan has become accepted 
as a tourist destination in 
Europe, Japan and the Gulf 
countries, but we need funds and 
organisation to sustain this,” he 
added. 

“The potential is incredible, 
especially for incentive and selec- 
tive tourism," said Kajid Khalil, 
manager of the five-star Jordan 
Intercontinental Hotel. “But we 
need more infrastructure and we 
must reach the people who 
haven’t heard about Jordan." 

This year 10,000 Finns and 
2,800 West Germans on package 
tours are expected to sample the 
winter sunshine of Aqaba, just 
across the bay from the better- 
known Israeli resort d Eilat. 

They will pack hotels there 
from mid-February to the end of 
May. An acute shortage of hotel 
beds also afflicts Jordan's main 
tourist attraction, the rock-hewn 
Nabatean city of Petra. 

“We could triple or quadruple 
the 60,000 package tourists we 
I get now, but we need more beds 
in Petra,” Bawab said. 

A good road network gives 
easy access to most of the king- 
dom's rich archaeological sites, 
such as Jerash, Mount Nebo, 
Pella, Uni Qais and a chain of 
Islamic desert castles. 

But tourist hotels, rest houses 
and restaurants, where they exist 
i at all, are rudimentary at many 
: ■ sites. 

Tourism Minister Abdul- 
* Karim Kabariti, whose family 

5 owns an Aqaba hotel, ackn- 

owledges the shortcomings and 
!_ is trying to persuade the govern- 

ment and private sector to invest 
n more. 


‘Tourism is the only hope for 
Jordan,” he told Reuters. 

“What we can offer tourists is 
unmatchable but we need money 
to launch a marketing campaign 
abroad and the ministry has a 
promotion budget of only 
$130,000,” he said. 

Kabariti is promoting a plan 
to create a private sector tourist 
agency funded by matching con- 
tributions from private inves- 
tors; the government, the 
national airline Royal Jorda- 
nian and the US Agency for 
International Development 
(USAID). P

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FAMILY DOCTOR

QUESTION: My father who is 86, is iu the hospital with 
what the doctors call bacterial pneumonia. Could yon 
please explain what tins v£i 

ANSWER: Let’s first define die term "pneumonia.” 
Sometimes called pneumonitis, it is an acute infection of 
lung tissue. When it is confined to but one lobe of the lung it 
maybe known as lobar pneumonia, and when it affects the 
bronchial tubes, is called bronchopneumonia. 

The term bacterial pneumonia tols us that the infection. 
b caused by bacteria, rather than viruses, or fungi. “Bac- 
terial” is the most common kind of pneumonia andean be 
caused by a wide variety of bacteria, including

Klebsiella, and hemophilus influenza. It is most serious 
condition. 

About 2 million Americans get pneumonia each year, 
with 40.000 to 70,000 death reported. It ranks sixth among 
all categories of disease as a cause of death. Despite many 
tests available to physician, it is sometimes quite difficult 
to determine just what germ (bacteria) is causing the 
illness, and no culprit can be discovered in as many as half 


Pneumonia frequently follows an upper-respiratory 
infection and may start with shaking dulls and a high 
fever. Patients find it difficult to breath, sometimes 
experience pain when pleurisy develops, develop coughs 
and also may experience nausea and vomiting. Both chest 
X-rays and blood tests help make the diagnosis. 

Hospitalisation is generally necessary to properly treat 
the condition, especially in older folks who lack the resis- 
tance and strength to fight off the infection. Fortunately 
there are a large number of powerful antibiotics that are 
effective in combatting the infection, and are chosen for 
their particular ability to kill the germ that has been 
identified as the cause of the pneumonia 
Other measures used to treat patiedts and keep them 
comfortable are bed rest, fluids (including by tbc intraven- 
ous route), analgesics for pain, cough medications and 


for their systems because of the pneumonia. It may take a 
while to subdue the infection and an even longer period for 
recovery, but a total cure is possible in most cases. 
Hopefully, your f a the r wifi be one of them.

Opening bid: Jack of * 

In most column hands, declarer 
plays in a game or slam. However, 
even lowly partscores can produce 
fascinating struggles, as this hand 
from a rubber bridge game testifies. 

While we do not quibble greatly 
with North's pass, we would have 
bid our six-card spade suit. But then 
we would have had nothing to write 
about. 


West got the defense off to a 
splendid start by leading the jack of 
spades, covered by the queen and 
taken by the king. East shifted to 
the queen of hearts, which declare-. 
ducked, and continued with the 
jack. Declarer won and, with no fast 
entry to dummy, chose to lead a . 
trump to the queen and East's king. 

If East now reverted to ace of 
spades and another, declarer would 
simply discard his losing heart while 
West ruffed. So that defender con- 
tinued hearts. West won and re- 
turned a spade to his partner's ace. 
The rime was ripe for a third round 
of spades, which guaranteed a sec- 
ond trump trick for the defending 
side, regardless of whether declarer 
ruffed high or low. 

At the table declarer chose to ryJT 
with the eight. West overruffed and 
carefully exited with his remaining 
trump. The defenders stilt had to 
come to a dub trick for a ope- trick 
set. 

Note how prettily East-West 
timed their defense. The second 
trump trick takes its label from 
sporting events — a promotion. It is 
chfficult to think of a better 
moniker.

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Drug abuse continues 
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Martin scores easy victory

AUCKLAND, New 
Jan 31, (AP): Australian 
Martin made marathon history 
today, but action on the eighth 
day of the Commonwealth 
Games was again over-shad- 
owed by revelations of drug tak- 
ing by weightlifting competitors. 

Martin's victory by 7 minutes 
47 seconds over second-placed 
Canadian-bom team-mate Tani 
Ruckle was the biggest winning 
margin in women’s international 
marathon history. ' 

Martin destroyed the field of 
15 runners, leading for every step 
of the 26 miles, 385 yards 
(42.175km). 

Her winning time of 2 hours, 
25 minutes, 28 seconds broke the 
Commonwealth Games best of 
2:26.07 she set when she won the 
title in Edinburgh in 1986 and 
was the second fastest time ofher 
career. 

Ruckle, 26, who only started 
serious running four years ago, 
was second m 2:33.15 and 
England’s Angie Pain clocked 
2:36.35 for third. 

For the third straight day, 
however, competitors who lost 
medals were more newsworthy 
than most who won them. 

Organisers announced that a 
third athlete in as many days had 
failed a dope test, and said they 
would name him tomorrow after 
a second urine sample had been 
tested. 

They also identified the two 
previous offenders as weigh tlif- 
ters Subrata Kumar Paul of 
India and Ricky Chaplin of 
Wales. 

David Dixon, secretary of the 
Commonwealth Gaines Federa- 
tion, said that Chaplin, who won 
a gold medal in the 75kg class, 
and Paul, who won two silvers 
and a bronze in the 67.5kg 
category, both would have their 
medals rescinded and had beat 
thrown out of the Games. 

Dixon said Paul’s tests had 
shown traces of the banned 
anabolic steroid, nortegos- 
terone. Chaplin was found guilty 
on a technicality for having 
higher than normal testosterone 
levels-- sr naturally-occurring 
ghormone. . . .

Chinese athletes using steroids 


BEIJING. Jan 31, (Reuter): Chinese athletes are using 
steroids and cheating because a drive to win medals has 
overcome an earlier emphasis on fair play, an official 
newspaper said today. 

In a report headlined ‘China joins in war against cheat- 
ing’, the China Daily said the use of steroids had increased 
in recent yean. 

“Once the enthusiastic initiator of the slogan ‘Friend- 
ship first, competition second’, the Chinese since the late 
1970s have put more emphasis on competition in order to 
win medals in domestic and international tournaments,” it 
said. 


Sports Minister Wu Shaozu disclosed at last year's 
National Youth Gaines that Chinese athletes had used 
steroids — banned muscle-building drugs with potentially- 
serious sidfreffecu — and said users would be punished, it 
added. 

It called formore openness in China about drug abuse in 
sport. 

The newspaper did not name any athletes caught using 
steriodsbut referred to a report from a drug-testing centre 
in Tokyo which said a urine sample from a Chinese gold- 
medal winner at last year’s Asian Track and Field Cham- 
pionships in New Delhi tested positive.

Esiason and Green Bay's Don 
Majkowski already had pulled 
out, and Elway was supposed to 
replace Esiason. 

Of the four quarterbacks 
voted into the Pro Bowl by their 
fellow players around the 
League, only Warren Moon of 
Houston will play Sunday at 
Aloha Stadium. 

Philadelphia's Randall Cun- 
ningham has replaced Majkow- 
ski. who listed personal reasons 
for not showing up.
